Applicant's Arguments/Remarks provided in pages 12-13 of the above-identified Reply have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive because of the newly raised issues particulary identified in section 2 above. Further, applicant's argued that the construction 
of the plasma display panel of the claimed invention requires that "one both sides ...is arranged", which is different than that of the cited 
prior art. The examiner disagrees because Amemiya invention (U.S. Patent No. 5,877,734) shows exactly that construction, see Fig. 3. 
Also further, the drawings submitted on 1 1/23/01 do not illustrate the differences between the prior art and the construction of the plasma 
display panel of the claimed invention as argued.
